FIRST DAY. 


SENATE CHAMBER, 
Boise Ciry, IDAHO, December 8, 1890. 

At the hour of 12 o’clock noon, on Monday, the 8th day of December, A. D. 
1890. being the day and hour designated in the proclamation of the Governor 
of the State convening the legislature of the State of Idaho for the first session, 
the members elect of the senate assembled in the senate chamber of the capi- 
tol. at Boise City, and were called to order by Lieutenadnt-Governor Norman 
B. Willey. President of the senate. 

After prayer by the Rev. Skidmore. 

Mr. Gunn moved that M. C. Athey be eleeted secretary of the senate pro 
tem. , 

The President then read the proclamation of the Governor convening the 
legislature of the State of Idaho at Boise City on the 8th day of December, 1890. 

The president of the Senate then called the roll of members, as certified 
by the Secretary of State, and the following named gentlemen responded ta, 
their names:

Justice Sullivan. Chief Justice of the supreme court of the State of Idaho. 

Mr. Gray moved that the senate adjourn until 2:30 o’clock p. m. of this 
day. The motion was carried, and the President of the senate declared the 
senate adjourned until half past two o'clock this afternoon.

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Senate met pursuant to adjournment at 2:30 o'clock p. m.. the Lieutenant- 
Governor presiding. 

The roll was called and all the senators were present. 

Mr. Shoup moved that a committee of five be appointed by the chair to 
report rules for the government of the senate. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Gray moved that the rules of the legislative council of the fifteenth 
session be adopted, so far as consistent, for the regulation of the senate until 
the report of the committee on rules be adopted. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Brigham moved that the President appoint a committee of three on 
organization to designate and determine the number and order of offices to be 
filled by the senate. The motion was carried. 

The President of the senate then announced the following committees: 

Committee on rules of government of the senate. Messrs. Shoup, Weiler, ; 
Langrishe, Gray and Branstetter. 

Committee on organization, Messrs. Brigham, Gunn and Jewell. 

Mr. Finch moved that in drawing for seats that the names be placed in a 
hat and the first name drawn should take seat No. 1 and so on. 

Mr. Gunn moved to amend the motion by adding that the senators retain 
the seats thev now oecupy, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wells moved that the senate adjourn until tomorrow at ten o'clock a. 
m., which motion prevailed. 

The senate adjourned.

Mr. Finch moved that the secretary cast the vote of the senate for Mr. 
Robert Larimer for assistant secretary of the senate. 

. Mr. Weiler moved to amend by adding the words, ‘‘That in all other cases 
where there is but one candidate for the office, the same proceedings shall be 
had. 

Mr. Finch accepted the amendment, the motion prevailed, and the Presi- 
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dent of the senate declared Mr. Robert Larimer duly elected as assistant sec- ; 
retary of the senate. 

Mr. Wells moved that the secretary cast the vote of the senate for Mr. S. 
B. Smith for engrossing clerk of the senate, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Gunn moved that the secretary cast the vote of the senate for Miss 
Parmeal French for assistant engrossing clerk of ‘the senate, which motion 
prevailed.

Mr. Wells moved that a committee of two be appointed to act with a like 
committee of the house to wait upon his excellency, the Governor, to inform 
him that the legislature is now organized and ready to receive any communi- 
cation he desires to make. The motion prevailed. 

The President appointed us such, committee, Messrs. Wells and Dempsey. 

Mr. Shoup moved that the vote by which the motion offered by the gentle- 
man from Kootenai passed be reconsidered. The motion prevailed, and the vote 
on the original motion offered by Mr. Wells asking for a committee of two was 
reconsidered. 

Mr. Weiler moved to amend by striking out the word “two” and inserting 
the word three.“ The amendment was adopted, and the original motion was 
adopted as amended. 

The President appointed as additional member on such joint committee 
Mr. Gunn.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
STATE OF IDAHO, EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
BoIskE CITY, IDAHO, December 10, 1890. 

To the President of the Senate: I have the honor to transmit herewith 
my message to the first legislature of the State of Idaho.

So the motion prevailed and the rules were suspended, the bill considered 
engrossed. read a third time and placed upon its final passage. 

Mr. Shoup, arising to a point of order, stated that messages from the Gov- 
ernor have priority over other business. and it is the duty of the senate to at 
once take up and consider the same. 

The point of order being sustained, the Governor's message was taken up, 
the secretary was directed to read the same. and is as follows: ! 
Genllemen of the senate and house of representatives: 

Permit me. through you, first to address the people of the State of Idaho 
in terms of thankfulness and congratulation. 

The electors have done me a great honor in making me Governor of the 
State. _[am deeply grateful for the confidence and esteem thus expressed. I 
fully recognize the dignity of the office, its many opportunities and responsi- 
bilities, and I shall conscientiously endeavor so to discharge its duties as to 
retain your confidence and respect. 

I congratulate you. my fellow citizens, upon the auspicious beginning of 
State government. We have passed out of a position of annoying restraint, of 
dependence and deprivation of American privileges. and we have entered upon 
the larger privileges of citizens of the United States. Our magnificent area is 
ours to develop, enrich and beautify. We have passed through the crisis of a 
first and most closely contested State election, and can proudly point to the fact 
that neither victor nor vanquished used influences unworthy of American citi- 
zens, OY means contrary to the statutes. 

The will of the people has been registered in strict conformity to the laws. 
and the result is accepted in the best spirit of patriotism and good will. 

We have the Constitution which challenges the respect of all. Differences 
of opinion will arise in its interpretation. and the utmost care will need to be 
exercised by the officers of the government. by the executive. the legislature, 
and the judicial departments, and by every citizen in the administration of 
their several trusts. Having but little in the way of precedent to guide us in 
this transitional period, deliberation, candor and devotion to the best interests 
of all the people should characterize our official acts. 

To you, senators and representatives, it is a pleasant duty to extend a cor- 
dial greeting and to congratulate you upon being chosen to constitute the first 
legislature of the State of Idaho. Ti is an honor that your successors can never 
enjoy. and there resis upon you a responsibility greater in some degree than 
will pertain to those who may hereafter occupy this seat of power. To you is 
entrusted the laying of the corner-stone upon which the superstructure of the 
State is to rest. You have been selected by your fellow citizens for your com- 
petency to perform this great duty, and beeause they believe in your integrily 
and patriotism. They expect you to carry into practice the principles of the 
Constitution, and sv to remodel our laws as to place the Constitution and the

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statutes in complete harmony. The importance of this work cannot be over 
estimated; its effect will be seen in the prosperity of Idaho, or in the want 
of it, for many years tocome. You should make such wise provisions for the 
protection of all the vast interests and resources of the State, that it will stand 
as a living monument of your fidelity and ability. Confident that your labors 
will be characterized by wisdom and patriotism, and with the assurance of my 
cordial co-operation in your labors, I will now proceed to present to you the 
present condition of public affairs in this State, with such recommendations as 
my judgment suggests. 
THE ENROLLED CONSTITUTION.

Upon the adjournment of the Constitutional convention, the engrossed and 
enrolled copies of the State Constitution were deposited in the office of the 
Secretary of the Territory, with the journal, stenozgraphers’ reports and other 

apers. . 

pap The Constitution lays down explicit principles and directions, not only 
regarding the ordinary machinery of government, but concerning trusts, water 
rights, the disposition of school and other public lands, taxation and revenue. 
The proper interpretations of the sections relating to these and other topics 
can be facilitated by the study of the debates of the convention. The printed 
copies of the Constitution show several variations from the original. I recom- 
mend, therefore, that these papers be placed in the hands of a commission: ` 
and carefully transcribed and printed under their direction. 


Congress appropriated $28,000 for defraying the expenses of the Constitu- ` 


tional convention. This fund is now available. and Secretary A. J. Pinkham 
has been appointed disbursing officer. . 


SUFFRAGE. 


The guarantee of an absolute secret ballot, contained in section 1, article 
VI, of the Constitution, may require additional legislation affording further 
safeguards. 

Section three of the same article, in addition to disfranchising tlasses con- 
tained in most Constitutions, in minute detail describes a class of citizens who’ 
either themselves openly violate the marriage laws, or incite others to do so. 

The polygamists and bigamists, associated in the Mormon church form an 
organized conspiracy against the State, and they exercise such an influence 
over one another as practically amounts to a denial of personal freedom and 
eliminates from the ballot its central idea of individual choice. 

There appears to have been a general acquiescence in the terms of the 
suffrage laws at the late election, and it is believed that few illegal votes were 
cast. At the same time, the leaders of the Mormon body have publicly pro- 
nounced against a continuance of the polygamous system, while rejoicing in 
the declaration of a law-abiding spirit. - 

I cannot advise at present any modification of the existing statutes. 

The way to a return to the privileges of the ballot is plainly pointed out in 
“An act to amend section 501, Revised Statutes of Idaho.” passed at the fif- 
teenth session of the Territorial legislature. 

FINANCE. 


Next to the legitimate object of every important enterprise is the financial 
basis upon which it rests. This is not only the case in the affairs*of nations, 
States and counties, but also in all business atfairs, whether company, corporate 


or individual enterprise. I will, therefore, present to you the indebtedness of - 


this State as it appears on the Controller's books, balanced on the 15th day of 
November, 1890, with estimates of expenses for the fiscal years 1891-2. obliga- 
tions that will mature. needed appropriations and resources from which revenue 


can be derived.

In January the several county treasurers make their settlements with the 

State Treasurer. The outstanding warrants will then be reduced to about 
$35,000, leaving the outstanding indebtedness as follows:

By an act of the fifteenth session of the Territorial legislature, $50.000 was 
appropriated for the construction of a wagon road from Mount Idaho to Little 
Salmon Meadows. Bonds drawing six per cent. interest covering the above 
appropriation have been sold ata small premium, but only $11, 000 delivered 
to the purchasers. The remaining $39,000 are to be delivered as funds are 
required on eompletion of contracts, which will be late in 1891. 

The bonds issued under the act of 1877. amounting to $46.715.06 mature 
and become payable Deeember 1, 1891. Provision must be made for their 
redemption. 

The capitol building bonds, $80,000. fall due in 1905, and are drawing inter- 
est at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, and may be redeemed at the 
pleasure of the State at any time after ten yenrs from the date of their issue. 
There is a sinking fund for the payment of the interest and redemption of these 
bonds. maintained by one-tenth of all State and county licenses and from the 
rents derived from the capitol building. There is in this fund $23,158.61. This 
money is lying idle. I, therefore, recommend that you authorize its invest- 
ment in State warrants, where it will draw interest, thereby adding another 
source of revenue to this fund. If so employed and with the continuance of 
the percentage obtained from licenses. this fund will liquidate the bonds before 
they mature. 

The insane asylum bonds, $20,000. bear interest at the rate of six per cent. 
per annum. Five thousand dollars of these bonds fall due December 1, 1892, 
and $5,000 per annum thereafter until all are paid. 

The expenses during the first year of Statehood will be greater than in suc- 
ceeding years. After a careful investigation, I present the following estimates:

I recommend ‘that the outstanding bonds. aet of 1877, amounting to $46,- 
715.06, and falling due December 1, 1891, be refunded, and that issuance of 
bonds be authorized for all appropriations for.public buildings. 

As a considerable part of the expense of the Columbian Exposition will not 
be required until 1892, [recommend that warrants be drawn on the general 
fund covering your appropriation for that purpose. The expense of the State 
government for the second year of Statehood should not exceed $130,000. 

The reports of the State Auditor and Stat: Treasurer will be laid before 
you. The Auditor's report, covering the financial transactions of the Territory 
for the past two years is very complete and comprehensive, and his suggestions 
worthy of careful and thoughtful consideration. 


JUDICIARY. 


The Constitution provides that there shall be held a district court in each 
county et least twice in each year, to continue for such time as may be provided 
by law. è 

It is held that in pursuance of the foregoing provision of the Constitution, 
that district courts cannot be held in any of the counties in the State until pro- 
vision is made by law, as provided in section 11, article V, of the Constitution. 
Our courts .are. therefore, in a chaotic condition, and that this important 
department of our State government may, at the earliest day possible, be in full 
operation, you will appreciate the importance of immediate legislation. 

I recommend that you provide for the appointment of clerks in each county 
for the district court, who shallserve and hold such appointment until the clerks- 
elect assume the discharge of their respective duties on the second Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1891. That you empower the supreme and district courts to fix the times for 
holding the terms of said courts provided for in the Constitution. That there 
being no provision for an executive officer of the supreme court in the Constitu- 
tion, you should make provision therefor; and I suggest that the sheriff for the 
time being, of the county in which the term of the supreme court is being held, 
should act as such officer. and that you fix the compensation and mode of pay- 
ment for such officer. That there being no provision for the appointment of 
deputy clerk of the supreme court, I would suggest that in view of the fact 
that terms of the supreme court are to be held at Lewiston and Boise City, that 
you empower the clerk of the supreme court to appoint a deputy. That pro- 
vision be made for paying the expenses of the supreme court, providing sta- 
tionery. ete.. such expense having been heretofore borne by the federal gov- 
ernment. There is no provision of law to pay them under the State govern- 
ment, and the same may be said to a certain extent of the district courts. 

IMMIGRATION AND LABOR. ` 

Article VIII of the Constitution authorizes you to establish a bureau of 
immigration, labor and statistics, which shall be under the charge of a com- 
missioner of immigration, labor and statistics. 

This officer should collect and publish carefully ascertained facts in relation 
to the resources of every county in the State. He should prepare a suitable 
map of the State, and issue this in connection with other printed information. 
He should be made secretary of the State board of land commissioners, and as 
such examine and aid in locating State lands, and use the knowledge thus 
gained in placing families or colonies of industrious and law-abiding settlers. 
A reasonable fund for advertising, printing and correspondence should be at 
his command. Public officers should be required to furnish him full informa- 
tion, that the facts as to resources of the State may be officially and fully shown. 

As commissioner of labor and statistics, all corporations, manufactures 
and public and private organizations should be required to furnish him such 
statistics and other information as the best interests of the employees and the 
State may require. 
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It may be wise to give him the power of an inspector to examine into the 
safety of mills. roads. bridges, mines, railways. etc., for the protection of 
employees and travelers. Few public officers will have equal opportunities for 
usefulness if the legislature will give him the proper power and means.

In addition to the above. the State has for public schools in each township 
the 16th and 36th sections. 

The Governor. Superintendent of Publie Instruction. Secretary of State 
and Attorney-General constitute the State board of land commissioners, and 
have the direction, control and disposition of the public lands of the State 
ander such regulations as may be prescribed by law. The Constitution provides 
that the legislature shall, at the earliest practicable period, provide by law 
that the general grants of land made by Congress to the State be judiciously 
loeated and carefully preserved and held in trust subject to disposal at public 
auction for the use and benefit of the respective objects for which said grants 
of land were made. The legislature must provide for the sale of said lands, 
and for the sale of timber on all State lands. and for the faithful application of 
the proceeds thereof in accordance with the terms of said grants. 

The importance of prescribing by law at the earliest time possible. rules 
for the government of the State board of land commissioners cannot be over- 
estimated. Under the provisions of an act of Congress, approved February 
Isth, IS81. granting to the Territories 72 seetions of land each for university 
purposes, Hon. Jas. L. Onderdonk and his suecessor. Hon. Silas W. Moody’ 
designated nearly all these lands and they were withdrawn from the market. 

There is danger, however, of losing some of these lands unless prompt 
action is taken on the part of the State land commissioners. Correspondence 
with the department. relating to these lands, together with a list of reserved 
lands, will be referred to you. The lands selected are valuable and should 
have prompt attention. 

JOINT MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 

Į recommend the passage of a memorial urging a large appropriation by 
Congress for the surveys of publie lands, setting forth the fact that the survey 
of large tracts of land is absolutely necessary to protect the liberal grants 
made to the State for the support of the agricultural college, penitentiary, 
scientific and normal schools, asylum, State university. charitable and penal 
institutions and for public buildings granted to the State in the admission act. 

Small appropriations for the sueveys of public lands similar to those of 
past years, resulting in the survey of a small tract of land cach yeas. would be 
disastrous to our grants. as the land surveyed in this way would be occupied 
before the State could make selections. With the survey of large tracts of 
land. the State would be enabled to make selection. ` 

The secretary of the interior should be requested to assist the State in pro- 
curing a portion, at least. of the Coeur d'Alene. Nez Perce and Fort Hall 
Indian reservations before they are opened for public entry. i 

A memorial will be valuable to our delegation in Congress in support of 
their arguments for large appropriations. 


CONDEMNING PRIVATE PROPERTY FOR PUBLIC USE. 


Among the many important matters requiring legislative action will be a 
law for condemning private property for public use. 
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Under the Constitution, you have the authority to enact laws providing 
for “the necessary use of lands for the construction of reservoirs, or storage 
basins, for the purposes of irrigation, or the rights of way for the construction 
of canals, ditches, flumes or pipes, to convey water to the place of use, for any 
useful, beneficial or necessary purpose: or for the drainage of mines, or the 
working thereof, by means of roads, railroads, tramways, cuts, tunnels, shafts, 
hoisting works or other necessary means to their complete developmeet, or any 
other use necessary to the complete development of the material resources of 
the State, or the preservation of health,” and such use is declared to be a pub- 
lic use, and private property may be taken therefor. 

It is your duty to encourage and protect all legitimate and needful im- 
provements and enterprises, at the same time our people who have possessory 
rights should have equal protection under the law, and no property should be 
condemned or taken without full compensation therefor. 


WATER RIGHTS. , 

One of the most important questions to be considered by you is the owner- 
ship, control, possession or right to use water for domestic, agricultural, min- 
ing, manufacturing or other useful or beneficial purposes. and to provide for its 
distribution. 

It is established beyond question that we have many millions of acres that 
require irrigation. It is equally well established that with..water well 
distributed throughout the arid districts. our great valleys, plains and plateaus 
will become one vast landscape of green meadows, golden fields and pastures 
well filled with domestic animals: with populous towns. an active and pros- 
perous commerce and railroads leading in all directions. ° 

. To protect all our industries without discrimination is, indeed. a trying 
task, but our possibilities are so great and our industries so varied that your 
energies should be employed in solving this problem. 

If one-half of the waters that flow from our mountains and plains through 
and out of the State and on to the sea could be held in storage basins. there 
would be an ample supply for all purposes. 

Another source of supply is worthy of notice and encouragement. The 
artesian wells near Boise City have now adaily flow of pure water sufficient to 
supply a city of 50.000 people. It is hoped and believed that this under or a ‘te- 
sian flow will be found in other parts of the State. ; 

COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 

I recommend a liberal appropriation for the collection and display of an 
exhibit for the Columbian Exposition to be held in Chicago in 1892 3. Jt is 
intended that this exposition shall be the greatest and grandest display of the 
kind ever witnessed in this or any other country. Tt will afford us an oppor- 
tunity to present and advertise our products and vast resources, but to collect 
and make an attractive display of the products of our mines, agriculture, for- 
ests. manufactured and miscellaneous articles. requires zealous and intelligent 
work. also a considerable expenditure of money. 

Geo. A. Manning. of -Post Falls, and John E. Sterns. of Nampa, were 
appointed commissioners. and A.-J. Crook, of Clayton, and John M. Burke, of 
Osborne, alterndte commissioners. 


BOARD OF PARDONS. P , 

Under the provisions of article IV, seetion 7. of the Constitution, the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State and thé Aftormey-Generai constitute a board of par- 
dons. It is provided, however. that the “legislature shall by law preseribe the 
sessions of said board and the manner in which applications shall he made, and 
regulate proceedings thereon.” - This; with other provisions. renders it impos- 
sible for the board to organize or.to hear cases until the levislature shall, by 
law, prescribe rules for its govermnent. 

There are now several applieations for pardon or commutation of sentence 
on file to be examined and considered, some of which are entitled to early and 
careful consideration. For slight offenses, men have been seuteneed and incar- 
cerated for along term of years, and while I believe in the punishment of all 
kinds of criminals, I do not believe in cruelty or excess. 
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I would urge upon you the importance of early legislation upon this subject. 
My action on all applications for pardons and commutation of sentence. 

heard and examined during my term of office, would occupy too much ae in 

this document, and will, therefore. be pre esented to vou in a separate report. 


THE PENITFNTIARY. 


The admission act providing that “the penitentiary at Boise City, Idaho,. 
and all lands connected therewith and set apart and reserved therefor, and | 
unexpended appropriations of money therefor, and the personal property of the 
United States now being inthe Territory of Idaho which has been in use in the 
said Territory in the administration of the territorial government, including 
books and records and the property used at the Constitutional convention which 
convened at Boise City in the month of July, 1889, are hereby granted and 
donated to the State of Idaho. 

From the foregoing it will be observed that the penitentiary, the furniture 
and lands set apart therefor are now the property of the State. In my report 
to the Secretary of the Interior for 1889, attention was called to the unsafe and 
inadequate accommodation of the penitentiary. and also to the sundry civil 
appropriation act, approved October 2, 1888, wherein $25,000 were appropriated 
for the improvement and enlargement of the penitentiary. During the sum- 
mer and fall of this year anew wing was built from the aforesaid appropriation. 
With the completion of the new str ucture, the prisoners are held more secure. 
Several of the convicts escaped during the year, but, with one exception, they 
were captured and safely lodged back in their cells. 

As above stated, the penitentiary is now the property of the State. but no 
formal transfer has been made, as no provision was made in the Constitution 
for the care and custody of the prisoners from the time of admission until the 
legislature should prescribe by law regulations for the government of the State 
board of prison commissioners, (see article IV. section Is, of the Constitution. | 
This condition of affairs has resulted in inquries from the Attorney-General 
and delay in the settlement of accounts. 

You will. therefore, recognize the importance of early legislation for the 
government and conduct of the said board and the duties of the warden. The 
United States marshal continues to remain in charge of the prison. 

The fence enclosing the prison yard and buildings is of boards and of but 
little value. I recommend that the warden be directed to employ the prison- 
ers in taking stone from the quarry on the grounds, and with it build a mas- 
sive wall around the prison yard and buildings. I also recommend that the 
same class of labor be employed in quarrying and dressing stone for a main 
pnilding to he located between the present wings of the penitentiary. 

A new water pipe should be laid to the spring and a reservoir built to save 
all of the spring water which supplies the prison, the present supply being 
inadequate. It would, in my opinion, be a wise policy to provide by law the 
salary of the warden, prison physician and all other appointive officers and 
employees of the prison. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. i 


On the 22d day of September last, Hon. John W. Noble. Secretary of the 
Interior, mailed to me a certified copy of an act of Congress approved by the 
President on August 30, 1890. The bill appropriates for the endowment and 
maintenance of colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the mechanic arts 
now established, or which may be hereafter established in accordance with an 
act of Congress approved July 2d, 1862, the sum of $15,000 for the year ending 
June 30th, 1891, and an annual increase of such appropriation thereafter for 
ten year's by an additional sum of $1,000 over the preceding year, and the 
annual amount to be paid thereafter to each State and Territory shall be $25.- 
(00, to be applied only to instruction in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the 
English language and the various branches of mathematical. natural and 
economic science. 

The bill further provides that payments of such installments of the appro- 
priation therein made as shall become due to any State before the adjournment 
of the refular session of the legislature meeting next after the passage of the 
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act shall be made, upon the assent of the Governor thereof, duly certified to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. ; o! . 

The Secretary of the Interior is directed_to ascertain and certify to the 
Secretary of the Treasury as to each State and Territory, whether it is entitled 
to receive its share of the annual appropriation for colleges. 

The Secretary of the Interior in his letter to me 6f September 22d, 
requested answer's to several questions, from which I quote ‘the «following: 
“Has your legislature met in regular session since August 30th. 1890, or when 
will it so meet?” “If it has not so met do you, as authorized by the act 
referred to, assent in behalf of yotr State to the purposes of said grants, as 
- provided by section second of the act?” 

On the 6th day of October last I informed the Secretary of the Interior, 
under seal of our State, that there had been no session of our legislature since 
August 30th, 1890. and that I assented in behalf of the State, assuring him 
that I would lay the matter before your honorable body, recommending the 
passage of a bill establishing a college in accordance with the provisions of 
said acts of Congress. Our rights to the appropriation have been protected, 
subject to your action and approval. The act of Congress and my correspond- 
ence with the Secretary will in due time be submitted to you. 

The act of Congress states that the money appropriated is for ‘‘endow- 
ment and maintenance“ and not for “the purchase, erection, preservation or 
repair of any building or buildings.” To obtain the right to use this fund 
donated by the federal treasury, the State must acquire, by gift or purchase, a 
suitable college. It must provide proper buildings, a corps of teachers, in 
brief a college ready for work. This appropriation then becomes available for 
endowment or maintenance. 

I earnestly recommend the enactment of a law establising a college of agri- 
culture, ete., as provided and stipulated in said act. 

In addition to the liberal sums appropriated by Congress we have for the 
support of an agricultural college, under the bill admitting Idaho into the 
Union 90,000 acres of land. With such a magnificent endowment there should 
be no hesitation in the passage of a bill authorizing an appropriation for such 
a college. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The public schools in the State are in a prosperous condition. The report 
of the State Superintent of Public Instruction has not yet been received, but is 
promised at an early day. I have, however, obtained the following summary 
which by comparison with the school year ending August 51, 1888, shows 
gratifying gains:

While our school system is not perfect in all respects, yet it hasin the 
main proved to be satisfactory and our schools are in a prosperous condition. 

I cannot, therefore. recommend its revision at this, your firstsession, when 
your time will be heavily taxed with other important and urgent legislation. 


UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO. 


The university of Idaho was éstablished at the town of Moscow, in the 
county of Latah, by an act of the fifteenth session of the Idaho legislature. and 
the sum of $15,000 was appropriated for the following purposes, to wit: For the 
purchase of a site or grounds for the university; to advertise for and obtain 
plans and specifications for a university building; for the payment of neces- 
sary expenses of the board of regents. 

The board of regents met at Boise City in April, 1859, and organized by 
electing Willis Sweet, president, and H. B. Blake, secretary. An executive 
committee was elected who advertised for plans and specifications as provided 
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by said act. The said board again convened at Boise City in July, 1889, and 
adopted plans and specifications. A site consisting of twenty acres of land was 
purchased. fenced and partly graded. A stone foundation of the building has 
been completed and accepted hy the architects. I withhold recommendations 
until the receipt of the report of the president of the Loard of regents which 
is promised atan early day. The aforesaid act provides for the levy and 
collection of a tax of one-half mill for each dollar of taxable property to be 
appropriated to the university building fund: Provided, That said tax shall 
not be levid and and collected for a longer period than four years. 
STATE WAGON ROAD. 


I have received the report of the Mt. Idaho and Little Salmon Meadows 
wagon road commission, which will be laid before you in due time. The fif- 
teenth session of the Territorial legislature appropriated the sum of $50,000 
for this work. The act authorizing the expenditure was duly ratified by Con- 
gress. Agreeably to its provisions, I appointed N. B. Willey, C. B. Wood and 
Frank Smith. commissioners to carry it into effect. The commission organized 
and held its first meeting at Boise City. June 19, 1890, and proceeded to the 
seene of their labors. 

The route of the road was located, contracts were let for its building. and 
at the date of the commissioner's report more than one-third of the work was 
completed. 

The bonds authorized by the act have been placed ata premium. The 
report shows the expenditure of the sum of $10,375.05. Tio the great import- 
ance of this work of internal improvement. I now scarcely advert. Without it 
isolated sections of the State would remain forever separated by impassible 
natural barriers. 

It will, for a time, be the only means of communication within the State 
between the northern and southern counties. 

The act creating the fund and providing for its distribution appears to be 
incomplete in some points. and to require amendment. the particulars of which 
are more fully set out in the recommendations of the commissioners in their 
report. With these recommendations, I fully concur. 

IDAHO NATIONAL GUARD. 

The States and Territories with but fey exceptions, have a militia law 
authorizing the enlistment, organization and equipment of a certain number 
of regiments: and in some of the older and more populous States. brigades and 
divisions are organized under the gencral name of the national guard. Idaho 
has no militia law. but my predecessor, Governor Stevenson, as commander-in- 
ehief of the militia, believing the time had arrived when such an organization 
should exist in Idaho. lent his encouragement in March, 1889, to a number of 
citizens of Boise City. who desired to organize a company to be known as the 
Governor's Guards. 

The first official act of Governor Stevenson, having in view the organiza- 
tion and equipment of the militia, was a letter addressed to the Quartermaster- 
General of the United States army. Mareh 14, 1889. Other correspondence 
followed: and when T assumed charge of the executive department of the Ter- 
ritory. | found in Boise City a company well drilled. and well disciplined, com- 
posed of a fine body of forty-three enlisted men, efficiently officered by John 4. 
Boomer, captain: Harlan Pefley, first lieutenant, and Charles C. Stevenson, 
second lieutenant. Conneeted with this company was a fine brass band, equaled 
by few regiments. This company was armed from the Territorial arsenal but 
not uniformed, nor had it been mustered into service. 

Letters was received almost daily from different sections of the Territory 
requesting the privilege of organizittg companies and asking how arms and 
uniforms could be obtained. There seems to be a wide spread desire among 
the young men of the Territory to enroll in the Idaho guard. Recognizing this 
loyal and patriotie spirit among our people, and believing it to be my duty to 
encourage it and to perfect the work commenced by my predecessor. I form- 
uated and issued rules and regulations for the government of the guards, a 
copy of which together with correspondence with the war department and a 
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concise history of the Idaho guard is presented in an able report from the 
Adjutant-General. l 

The following companies were mustered into service for one-year terms: 

Co. A., Boise City, July 23, 1889. 

Co. B., Weiser, July 26, 1889. 

Co. C., Grangerville, January 2, 1890, 

* Co. D., Albion, March 24, 1890. 
Co. E., Eagle Rock, April 12, 1890.

There are six companies, aggregating about 350 men. 

With the balance due the Territory fromthe war department, two com- 
panies were uniformed last year. Our pro rata of the general appropriation 
of $400,000, for all the States and Territories for 1890 would be about $2,800. 
Knowing this amount to be inadequate to supply the remaining four companies 
with uniforms and necessary equipments, I was successful in securing from the 
Secretary of War for Idaho an additional sum. the total amounting to five 
thousand dollars, thereby enabling me to uniform and equip the six companies 
now inservice. No part of the.appropriation made by the government is paid 
to the States and Territories in money. Expenses or obligations amounting. to 
about $950 have been advanced in payment of freights and expense in the 
Adjutant-General's office. The money was advanced in good faith and without 
interest, and should be refunded. 

I would also recommend that the amount actually paid out by the several 
organized companies for rents of armories be refunded tothem. The companies 
devote much of their time in drill for which they receive no compensation. 
The State should, in my opinion, pay the armory rents. 

I respectfully invite your attention to the importance of a militia law as 
authorized in article 14, of the Constitution. In my opinion, not more than a 
full regiment should be authorized at present, or during the time of peace. In 
case of invasion, insurrection or an uprising of the Indians, requiring the ser- 
vices of more than one regiment, the Governor should at once convene the leg- 
islature into special session and present toit the necessity for arming and plac- 
ing additional troops in active service. 

The aggregate of the total expense per annum, in time of peace, should, in 
my opinion, not exceed $5,000, 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


On the morning of the 24th day of November, 1889, I received from Dr. 
Givens, medical director of the insane asylum at Blackfoot, a telegram stating 
that the insane asylum was burned to the ground. 

With Hon. I. N. Costin, one of the asylum trustees, I proceeded by first 
train to the scene of disaster. - 

On arriving on the asylum grounds, a most distressing sight was witnessed. 
What had once been the insane asylum was now a mass of smoking debris. 
This structure was 80x60 feet, three stories high, with a basement. The base- 
ment story was. built of stone. The outer walls of the first and second stories 
were of brick, while the upper or third story was of wood. All partition walls 
were of studding, lath and plaster. The basement was occupied as a kitchen 
and storage rooms; the first floor as offices, reception rooms, parlors, and sleep- 
ing rooms for the superintendent and a part of the employees: the second and 
third floors by the patients and their attendants. 

The origin of the fire is not definitely known, but it is supposed to have 
originated from the kitchen range or a defective flue. The fire was discovered 
and the alarm given at 1:30 a. m., Novemper 24, 1889. 

The building was occupied atthe time by forty-seven male and twenty 
female patients, besides the employees, thé superintendent and family, fifteen 
persons, making in all, eighty-two. 

Those who were eye witnesses to the heartrending scene which followed 
the alarm of fire, assert that the action of Dr: Givens, the medical director, 
and the employees, both male and female, were heroic. In one hour from the 
time the alarm was given, the roof fell in. During this hour, the doctor and

employees, mindful only of the duty they owed to the poor lunatics. weve car- 
rying them bodily from the building. Many of the patients fought vigorously 
against being removed. The fire was well under way when discovered by the 
people of Blackfoot, one mile distant. When the alarm was given in town, it 
was promptly responded to by Sheriff Woodin and many other citizens. 

For a few days after the fire, the male patients were kept in the Bingham 
county court house. and the females in the M. E. church, Blackfoot. Seven 
patients were missing after the fire. five male and two female. some of whom 
are known to have perished in the building. 

At the fifteenth session of the Territorial legislature, there was appropri- 
ated for improvements of the insane asylum, out buildings and grounds $15.,- 
000. From the foregoing appropriation and addition to the main building had 
been built, 117 feet long. 30 feet wide and two stories high. The walls and 
partitions are solid brick. Description in detail will be found in the director’s 
report. This building was about ready for oeeupancy at the time of the tire 
and was subjected to a severe test. the wind carrying the flames over and 
around the building. bursting in several windows, and yet the damage to the 
building did not exceed $100. The large frame laundry and other side build- 
ings suffered but slight damage. I held a conference with Hon. R. Z. Johnson, 
Attorney-General, the full board of directors. and with Dr. Givens. Medical 
Superintendent, at which it was concluded, after a careful examination of the 
new brick addition and other buildings on the grounds, that, with a small 
additional expense, all of the patients could be housed and made comfortable 
for the winter. 

All the bedding, furniture and fixtures. together with all supplies on hand 
were destroyed, thereby causing a loss to the State, including the building, o° 
about $40.000. A 

The asylum is located nearly one mile from the business center of Black- 
ioot. on a low piece of ground between the town and foot-hills. In my opinion 
the location is most unfortunate, the ground being so low that drainage or 
sewerage to any distance seems impossible. The only receptacles for sewerage 
for the asylum population are cess-pools. It would seem that these pools of 
filth would in time cover the asylum grounds. Underlying the soil is a bed of 
gravel. and eventually. I believe that all the overflow of water in that vicinity 
will become contaminated. It will become necessary for you to make an 
appropriation for additional buildings. but before the appropriation is made. I 
would urge that you send a committee to examine the present grounds, and 
ascertain if a better location eannot be had near Blackfoot, where the sanitary 
condition would be greatly improved. The State would probably lose $20,000 
or $25.000 by the change of localities, but it had better be done now than later, 
when, perhaps the plant has cost the State $200,000 or $300,000. It must be 
remembered that the asylum population is increasing rapidly and as we grow 
in population, the increase will be greater. In my opinion not another dollar 
should be appropriated for permaneut improvements on the present site. 

I must not be understood as recommending the removal of the asylum from 
Blackfoot. It now rightfully belongs there, but should be moved or rebuilt on 
grounds more appropriate for an institution of this kind. 


BLIND. DEAF AND MUTE. 


Provisions should be made for the care and education of the deaf, blind and 
dumb children. The percentage of this class of unfortunate dependents is less 
in proportion to our population than in other States. There are, however, a 
few who have claims for our support and protection. The number being lim- 
ited, they can for some years to come, be kept in schools in neighboring States 
at much less expense to the State than at home. [I recommend that the State 
board of education be empowered to contract for the care and education of the 
above class. 
Utah and Colorado have eaeh put in bids. whieh will be submitted with 
other important papers. 
rad LIVE STOCK. 
There was enacted by the fifteenth session of the Territorial legislature a 
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law to suppress and prevent the dissemination of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases among domestic animals and to protect stock owners. Section 2 of the 
said act contains the following provision: ‘*The Governor is also authorized to 
nominate and by and with the advice and consent of the council, appoint a suit- 
able person as State stock inspector. who must be a graduate in good standing 
of a reputable veterinarian school. . I 

The board of live stock commissioners qualified. but a veterinarian pos- 
sessed with all the requirements of the law could not be found in the Territory. 
The act is two long and cumbersome, I therefore recommend its repeal and the 
enactment of a law as provided in article XVI. of-the Constitution. The chair- 
man of the board of live stock commissioners should be a skilled veterinarian. 

I have no information of contagious or infectious diseases among stock in 
the State. . 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The necessity of a State board of health is very apparent. All of our neigh- 
boring Statesthave created such a board, and Idaho should not be subjected to 
that class of illegitimate practitioners of medicine that prey upon society. Wit 
a State board of health, quarantine laws can be enforced. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Among the many important matters requiring your attention, will be the 
election of two United States senators; to fix the fees, commission sand compen- 
sation of county and precinct officers; to provide for the election of electors 
of President and Vice-President of the United States. and for filling vacancies 
caused by death, resignation or from disqualification from any cause; to fix the 
time of holding general elections, how returns of election shall be made, and 
who shall constitute the State board of canvassers; to provide for the inci- 
dental expenses of the officers of the executive departmemt; to provide for ‘a 
revisory or code commission. A revision of the statutes after the adjournment 
of the legislature, will, in my opinion, save many times»its cost to the people of 
the State in litigation. I, therefore, recommend the appointment of a board 
of revision or code commission. 


CONCLUSION. as ` 


To carry out all the provisions of the Constitution. ‘and to enact laws in’ 
compliance therewith, imposes a great responsibility, and will require great 
care and deliberation. As you stand upon the threshold of State government 
with your many duties to perform, may the God of nations endow you with 
abundant wisdom, and may harmony characterize your proceedings. If your 
work is done wisely and well, and with a loyalty for the best interests of the 
people and the prosperity of the State, you will enjoy the happy reflection of 
having proved worthy of the confidence reposed in you by your fellow citizens.

Mr. President: I have the honor to transmit a summary of the mining 
industries of the State. with recommendations, and also recommendations in 
regard to funds held in trust. and respectfully request their publication as part 
of my message presented to you on the 10th instant. 
Very respectfully. GEO. L. SHOUP, Governor.

The supplement to the Governor's message was read at large by the Sec- 
retary and is as follows: 
MINES AND MINING. 


Idaho has added in valuable and precious metals to the world’s wealth, 
about $175,000,C00. The output of our mines is increasing very rapidly: the 
production for the past year being very gratifying. I am not, however, pre- 
pared to give a complete or tabulated statementas the reports from some of th 
most productive counties have not been received. ; 

This much is established, however. that the production of lead in Idaho, is 
mach larger than in any other State. and but four States are higher on the list 
in the production of silver and five in the production of gold. “he production 
of gold continues without abatement. and will continue to increase annually, 
and if is my opinion that within the next deeade Idaho will head the list of 
silver producing States. 

In addition to our gold. silver and lead mines. we have another mining 
industry that is growing in importance. I allude to our large and extensive 
copper imines which have been developed to such an extent as to prove that 
they are not only very extensive. but also of high grade. 1-predict that we will 
be one of the leading copper producing States of the Union. 

Recent discoveries of coal in widely separate parts of the State, warrant 
the belicf that we have large coal fields, the development of which will add 
greatly to our mining industries. 

I earnestly recommend that you protect, as far as possible, all the great 
mining industries by such additional legislation as may be deemed necessary. 
The importance and influence of our mines are felt in all the leading industries 
of the State. rendering stringent times with our people impossible. 

Through this industry, a local market is found for a large amount of our 
agricultural, dairy and range products, and employment is given to an -rmy of 
laborers. 

The extent and value of our mines are beyond conjecture: great mineral 
belts extend in all directions throughout the State; a large portion of the 
interior of the State is scarcely explored. Enough prospecting and develop- 
ment. however. has been done to establish the fact that all of our principal 
mountain ranges and many of their spurs are literally ribbed with veins and 
deposits of ores, carrying precious and valuable metals. 

I recommend the passage of a memorial. praying Congress to pass a bill

The importance of throwing all thé safeguards possible around all our 
mining industries can not be over estimated. 

INVESTMENT OF FUNDS, HELD IN TRUST. 

In view of the losses annually incurred in the administration and manage- 
ment of trust estates, it is respectfully recommended that a law shall be 
enacted at this session of the legislature regulating and controlling the invest- 
ment of funds belonging to trust estates. 

It is suggested that trustees should be required to invest funds in their 
hands, either in United States bonds, in Idaho State, county and municipal 
bonds, or mortgages on unencumbered real property within this State: always 
provided, that there shall be a margin of „at least 333 per cent. between the 
amount loaned and the cash valuation of the property. 

A provision should also be made requiring the deposit of funds awaiting 
safe investment in some national or other solvent bank, where interest. how- 
ever small it may be, may be earned by the money thus temporarily invested.

Hon. I. N. COSTON, Boise City, Idaho. ; ` 

Dear Sir: Your favor of——is received. I wrote you fully a few days ago 
about the sewer question, and if attention can be secured to the question I do 
not think it can stand in the way of immediate relief, which is needed, 

I received a letter from the Boise Bank to-day to the effect that the 
auditor cannot pay the asylum bills under the new Constitution without appro- 
priation by the present legislature, and I telegraphed you this at once. 

These bills were all contracted upon the full expectation that they would 
all be paid at the end of the quarter as usual,‘as we sought to studiously avoid 
contracting any bills which the law, as we thought, did not provide for. 

Many of the creditors will find ita sore disappointment to have payment 
delayed, and in justice to them and to the good name and credit of the asylum, 
these bills, and relief of the patients from their present condition, should be 
had at once. 

If we could secure the attention of some of the members to these matters, 
it would seem that this pressing relief could be had at once. 

At this distance, of course, I do not know what is being done, but have no 
doubt that if you can jog them up a little, the pace will not be too rapid to suit 
the necessities. Please see that our appropriation bills have the ‘‘ emergency 
clause” added, that we can use the funds as soon as the bill is approved.

The special committee appointed to examine into the affairs of the insane 
asylum at Blackfoot respectfully report as fullows: 

We arrived at Blackfoot on the morning of January 2, 1891, and proceeded 
to examine the books and records of the insane asylum, covering a period of 
four years last past and found that the total amount of all bills allowed, cov- 
ering all expenditures, is one hundred and two thousand three hundred and 
twenty-five and eighty-two-one hundredths dollars -($102/325.82).

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From information gained from various soorces and our own observation, 
we believe that the patients have been well provided for and provided with 
all necessary care, clothing and food: and have in the main been kindly 
treated and we believe we are warranted in the conclusion that no consider- 
able sum could have been applied after furnishing such care, clothing and food 
out of a net sum per capita of 93 cents per day. 

We find that at present the whole number of patients is seventy-one (71), 
twenty-four females and forty-seven males and that by reason of the destruction 
by fire of the main asylum building, that they are now crowded into wholly 
inadeyuate space and are subjected thereby to great risk and danger to life and 
health. 

While the present management is doing all in its power with their limited 
means. to avoid catastrophe, yet it may be that at any time life will be endan- 
gered and perhaps lost by reason of inadequate means of protecting the same, 
through sheer inability separate the dangerous classes from the milder types of 
insanity. Notwithstanding that there was only fifteen hundred dollars unex- 
pended balance of building fund since the beginning of the main building, the 
present management have proceeded to erect a fine brick structure (but are 
unable for want of funds to finish and equip the same). 

The result has been reached by selling the old brick from the burned build- 
ing and with the proceeds purchasing a plant for the manufacture of brick. and 
employing skilled brickmakers. stone masons and brick layers, who with the 
aid of patients have quarried rock. made brick and constructed said building. 

Your committee would most earnestly recommend that an appropriation of 
not less than forty thousand dollars ($40,000) for permanent improvements, such 
as constructing additional buildings. furnishing and completing new buildings, 
hot water heating apparatus. electric lights, etc..be made at the earliest prac- 
tical moment. 

That an appropriation of an amount equal to 90 cents per capita per day 
for the next two years be made for the care and maintenance of the patients. 
providing also for an increase in number. z 

We would further recommend that the law governing the conveying of 
patients to the asylum be changed so that the expense thereof may be a charge 
upon the State, instead of upon the vario. s counties from which the patients 
are committed. 

That copies of the medical superintendent's reports to the board of direc- 
tors be printed at expense of the State. 

That the law be so altered that the auditing o? bills for asylum expenditures 
hy the board of directors and State board of examiners shall be final and that 
the State Auditor may upon presentation of such bills so audited, be required 
to dvaw his warrants upon the proper fund without further delay.

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Mr. President: Your committee on public buildings beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

' We visited the insane asylum at Blackfoot. and after a careful investiga- 
tion of the premises we herin state the following facts. 

We found that a little over one year ago the main asylum building was 
burned down, being a total loss, with “the exceptions of a few thousand bricks, 
and the stone in the foundation. 

That there aresnow confined in said asylum, seventy-one patients, all kept 
in a building not intended to accommodate more than fifty patients. 

The asylum grounds consist of eighty acres of land, aywater ditch six miles 
long, with a capacity of four hundred inches of water. 

The asylum buildings were placed 6n low grounds not suitable for building 
purposes. During the summer of 1890, the superintendent, with mostly asy- 
lum labor, made two hundred and seventy thousand bricks: out of this amount 
he sold seven hundred dollars worth. With this amount of funds and fifteen 
hundred dollars appropriated by the last legislature, and with the aid of 
patient labor, he has erected a substantial brick building fifty (50) feet square 
and three stories high with brick partitions throughout the entire bullding, 
containing eighteen rooms. It is estimated that it will take twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars to finish this building and put in heating apparatus. 

This new building is about three hundred (300) yards from the old asylum 
building and is on an elevation of about seven (7) feet above that of the old. 

The eighty acres of land is nearly all in cultivation: last year they raised 

sixty (60; tons of hay and nearly enough vegetables to supply the asylum. 
They keep a sufficient number of cows to supply the asylum with milk, and 
horses enough to cultivate the farm. The patients are very much crowded, 
there being ‘not less than three (3) in any one room, and one room containing 
twenty-four (24). Everything is keptin a'cleanly manner, and the patients 
are as comfortable as could be expected in such crowded apartments. 
‘ ‘We recommend that this legislature pass a bill levying one-half (4) mill on 
every dollar of assessable property of the State not to exceed two(2 )years, which 
shall be used as a building fund. This amount of money would complete the 
building now nearly erected and add awing to the same as contemplated by 
the superintendent. This would give ample room for all patients that will be 
confined therein for the next two years. We recommend the purchase of 
forty (40) acres of land adjoining the asylum grounds. 

“We think that Dr. Givens. the superintendent. should receive great : 
credit for the able management of the institution. 

We do not approve of any more buildings being erected on the old site, 
but that they be erected adjoining or near the new building, the ground there 
being of sufficient elevation for all sewerage purposes. 

We recommend that the construction of all additional buildings be pro- 
ceeded with under the charge of the superintendent of the asylum, and not by 
contract.

MESSAGECRROM THE GOVERNOR. 
EXECUTIVE OFFICE, STATE OF IDAHO, 

Boise Crry, March 5, 1891. 
Mr, President: I return herewith, without my approval, Senate Bill No. 
19, entitled “An act to establish and maintain a system of free schools.” I 
have made as careful an examination as the limited time at my disposal would 
allow of the present system of apportioning the funds derived from county 
taxation among the schools, and have compared it carefully with the method 
which would be in use if this bill were to become a law. [am convinced that 
the present method of dividing one-half of the money per capita and one-half 
among the districts, counting each fifty children (and fraction of twenty-five 
over fifty) as an additional district. is the most equitable that can be devised 
at the present time. I am aware that a different distribution of the publicfunds _ 

formerly prevailed, and ata time when there were few or no thickly populated 
districts, it seemed to meet the necessities of the case. But times have 
changed. Towns and cities have come into existence and laws must be 
changed to mect the exigencies of the case. It may be that the time will come 
when publie policy will require a different method of distribution of the public 
school funds, but | apprehend that that time nas not yet come. The bill before 
me inflicts a serious loss upon all school districts having more than seventy- 
five children of school age. In the case of District No. 1 of Ada county, a 
computation shows that that district would have received for the past school 
year $1,519 less under the new law than under the old, which sum div-ded 
among the remaining districts of the county would have increased the sum 
apportioned among the other districts by about $41 each. Yet a comparison 
and collation of the official reports show that the small districts were already 
able to maintain schools for a longer annual term‘ than the large one if the 
county school fund were alone to be considered. This is a manifest injustice 
and the same state of affairs must of necessity prevail in a greater or less 
degree in every county of the State having any district containing over seventy- 
five children of school age. In all other respects the bill seems to be a most 
admirable compilation of the educational statutes needed in our State and only 
a conviction of the grave injustice to be worked by this one change leads me to 


withhold my approval. ä
